A LANDOWNER has caused out¬ 
rage by refusing to let villagers 
walk across a field which has been 
open to the public since the Second 
World War. 

The stile leading to Lympne airfield has 
been removed, and a sign put up saying all 
those who wish to enter must seek permission. 

The owner is listed as Phides Estates 
(Overseas) Ltd, a subsidiary of Somerston 
Group, which owns the historic field. Earlier 
this year the company published a leaflet and 
hosted an exhibition advertising its plans to 
build up to 400 homes on the site. 

Shepway Environment and Community 
Network chairman and Lympne resident 
David Plumstead has written to both the 
heads of Somerston and Shepway council to 
protest against the closure. 

In the letter he said: “[The] airfield forms a 
central part of the way of life for the majority 
of Lympne residents, who enjoy its unspoilt 
acres for a wide range of activities, including 
walking with and without dogs, horse-riding, 
ballooning, ornithology and nature-watching. 

“What remains of our airfield is all that 
stands between us, the industrial estate and 
the A20. It has a continuous history as an air¬ 
field from before the First World War and is 
the last remaining frontline Battle of Britain 
airfield in Kent. 

“We owe a huge debt to the airmen and 
ground crews who died keeping Hitler and the 
Nazis at bay. The least we can do is preserve 
the airfield for the enjoyment of their children

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Seize the day, 
Howard urges 
business show

INNOVATION and entre¬ 
preneurship is alive and 
well in Shepway, judging 
by the line-up at KOS 
Media’s Business Week 
Live exhibition. 

Several of the district’s small and 
medium-sized firms were showcas¬ 
ing their wares at the County 
Showground in Detling, near 
Maidstone, on Wednesday last week 
and the prospects for the future are 
looking good.

“During these times it is even 
more important to keep your work¬ 
force happy and healthy and our 
business has held up well. We pro¬ 
vide the health and the firms pro¬ 
vide the safety.”

Owner Lewis Cooper said: ‘We 
provide solar panels for homes and 
businesses and anyone who gener¬ 
ates their own electricity can earn 
money back using a feed-in tariff to 
the national grid. 

“Not only will this reduce energy 
bills but it will also help the 
Government meet its CO 2 targets. 

‘We have plenty of incentive from 
the Government so we aim to be the 
leaders in Kent and south-east 
England in providing such systems.” 

Another group at the conference, 
which was attended by former 
Shepway MP Lord Michael 
Howard, was the Channel Chamber 
of Commerce.

RAIN failed to dampen spirits at 
Folkestone’s Remembrance Day 
parade held on Sunday. 

Veterans, their relatives, servicemen and 
women, as well as police and fire-fighters, all 
joined forces to mark the sacrifice of those who 
gave their lives for their country. 

The heavens opened just as the first bands 
and spectators arrived at the town’s war memo¬ 
rial at the top of the Road of Remembrance. 

The Last Post heralded the start of the serv¬ 
ice followed by an immaculate observation of 
the two minutes’ silence by spectators. 

The maroon beret of the Parachute Regiment 
was worn by many in the crowd and there were 
a number of Gurkha soldiers and their families. 

Applause 

All received applause as they marched past 
the memorial, where wreaths were laid. 

Chaplain to the Mayor of Folkestone, The 
Reverend Sarah Fitzgerald spoke before the 
silence which was ended by a sounding of The 
Reveille, while a piper played the traditional 
lament Flowers of the Forest. 

Prayers followed along with the band of the 
Salvation Army who played the hymn Oh God 
Our Help In Ages Past. 

Prayers and the British and French national 
anthems marked the closing of the service. 

Spectator Aaron Gurr said: “It’s sobering to 
reflect how many soldiers have marched down 
the hill next to the memorial to the docks and 
sailed away to foreign parts never to return. 


“This is what makes the service so poignant.” 

The occasion also coincided with the relaunch 
of the Step Short project website, with the cen¬ 
tenary of the outbreak of the First World War 
only four years away. 

Set up in 2008 by the Go Folkestone Action 
Group, it aims to renovate the Road of 
Remembrance in time to honour the town’s role 
and highlight the heroism of the men who 


fought and died between 1914-18. Other aims 
including restoring a derelict harbour canteen 
and opening a visitors’ centre. 

An estimated 10 million men passed through 
Folkestone harbour on the way to the Western 
Front, with only eight million returning. 

The last surviving British soldier from the 
Great War, Harry Patch, who died in 2009 was 
one of those who crossed over from Folkestone.

and grandchildren in their memory.” 

He said a village poll conducted by the 
parish council this year revealed 96 per 
cent rejected the development proposals.

An application was lodged with Kent 
County Council two years ago for the site 
to be made a village green. 

A spokesman for Somerston Capital 
said the company had acted on legal 
advice. “Lympne airfield is private land 
and, as its owner, we are entitled and 
advised to secure the site.” 

Lympne airfield has been identified as 
a potential site for new build in the coun¬ 
cil’s Local Development Framework.

HORSE-RIDERS and owners are 
being urged to sign up to a new 
scheme launched by police to help 
deal with rural crime. 

East Kent Horsewatch has been 
set up by Shepway crime reduction 
officer PC Di Leslie-Veal after a 
rise in the amount of hay being 
stolen, due partly to a poor harvest 
caused by the recent extreme cold 
winter and hot summer. 

The aim is also to raise aware¬ 
ness of horse tack theft as well as 
offer crime prevention advice. 

PC Leslie-Veal is a member of 
National Horsewatch Alliance and 
is also working closely with the 
Country Eye Rural Policing initia¬ 
tive, similar to a rural version of 
Neighbourhood Watch. 

PC Leslie-Veal, herself a horse 
owner said: “Since Kent 

Horsewatch had to close due to 
unforeseen circumstances last year, 
there’s been a need for a source of 
contact and sharing of information 
in the equestrian world. 

“There are more than 500 mem¬ 
bers on the Facebook page and 
we’ve already had some early suc¬ 
cesses due to simply being able to 
share information.”

Beach plans look set 
for council go-ahead 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to develop 
a popular beach used by anglers, 
artists and walkers were expected to 
be approved by Shepway councillors 
last night (Tuesday). 

Members of the development con¬ 
trol committee voted on the applica¬ 
tion to build 62 homes and flats, a 
fishmongers, restaurant and nine 
huts at Fisherman’s Beach in Hythe. 

Council planning officials had rec¬ 
ommended giving the go-ahead in a 
report prepared for the meeting, sub¬ 
ject to conditions. 

In summary it said permission 
should be granted due to the site 
being home to a former gasworks 
and therefore a brownfield area suit¬ 
able to be built upon. 

The extra homes were in line with 
development plan policy, while a pro¬ 
posed boardwalk would increase 
access to the beach, and wider 
improvements, including car park¬ 
ing, would benefit the area. 

The layout and landscaping would 
produce “a sense of place and a devel¬ 
opment of character” that would not 
impact upon the area’s heritage, 
including the recently listed RNLI 
lifeboat houses, the report said. 

The original plans for 80-90 
dwellings were scaled down after a 
public outcry following two rounds of 


public consultation and a leafleting 
campaign by protestors. 

Hythe town council voted against 
the plans earlier this year, saying 
they were too intensive, too high and 
would take away a public space. 

English Heritage, Natural 
England and the Environment 
Agency raised various concerns 
including the effect on the setting of 
Martello Tower 14, protection of 
species and flooding. 

The Ministry of Defence also 
raised issues about security and 
boats straying into the path of the 
Hythe military ranges. 

Conservation campaigners Protect 
Kent were the only ones to call for an 
outright rejection of the plans, saying 
they were over-intensive and would 
impact upon the beach’s heritage. 

In October the lifeboat houses, 
built in 1893 and 1936 respectively, 
were granted listed protection by 
Culture Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
after one of the buildings faced dem¬ 
olition under the original proposals. 

Kent County Council is also yet to 
decide whether about half of the site 
should be designated village-green 
status.

Soldier's story and 
mystery memorial 


A PHOTO left at Folkestone 
Harbour station has revealed the 
story of a soldier who left for the 
Great War never to return. 

The touching memorial - together with a 
note - was left on the station wall earlier this 
year on the anniversaiy of the outbreak of the 
war, which saw more than ten million men 
pass through the harbour on their way to 
the Western Front. 

Now artist Ruth Parkinson, who 
organised the original gathering in 
August, has uncovered a fascinat¬ 
ing and heart-rending story of the 
soldier, who came from Yorkshire 
and died in a prisoner-of-war 
camp. 

Ms Parkinson told 
Yourshepway: “I’ve been looking 
after this little memorial and ren¬ 
ovating it while I’ve been doing 
research. 

“His name was Fred Hardy and he 
was a private in the 5th Battalion. 
Alexandra, Princess of Wales’s Own 
Yorkshire Regiment. 

‘How his photograph came to be left at the 
station we don’t know, we’re still trying to find 
out, but we know his battalion went through 
the station on the way to Boulogne.” 

Ms Parkinson began her search online and 
came across a website based in Holmfirth, 
Yorkshire, which was Pte Hardy’s home town. 

After leaving school and working at a mill, 
he enlisted and sailed for France in January, 
1917. He returned to Holmfirth on sick leave 
in March, 1918, and was back in France at the 
beginning of April that year.

Shortly after returning to his unit he was 
reported missing after action on May 27. Pte 
Hardy’s battalion was on the Craonne plateau 
in the frontline when the enemy began a 
heavy bombardment in the early hours and 
left them surrounded. 

Some 630 men were reported missing 
after the action, with some, including 
Pte Hardy, taken prisoner. He later 
died of dysentery on September 18, 
aged 22. 

A soldier from the 12th 
Battalion, Royal Scots, who was 
I in the same camp, wrote to Fred’s 
| family to say he died peacefully: 
“As I was his bed mate and a little 
stronger than he, and I gladly 
gave him my best attention, which 
was appreciated very much. I must 
say he was a dear chum of mine. 
Before I close, on behalf of all the lads 
in the ward, I offer their greatest sympa¬ 
thy.” 

Pte Hardy was buried at the Ohrdruf PoW 
cemeteiy in Thuringia and was later moved to 
the Niederzwehren cemetery in Hessen. 

Ms Parkinson said: “A friend of mine who 
researches ancestiy has found out there’s a 
relative of Pte Hardy in Australia who is 
researching the family tree. 

“Whether it was him, over here and staying 
at the Burstin, who left it at the station, I don’t 
know. This story is just so poignant, it was the 
way I just came across this memorial. 

“Somebody had just left it while I was there 
and I wish they’d come and spoken to me.” 


Final reckoning for benefits cheats 


TWO Folkestone men have pleaded guilty 
to benefit fraud in separate court cases, 
sending out a warning to those tempted to 
fiddle their claims. 

Stephen Walters, 46, of East Street, 
appeared for sentencing at Canterbuiy 
Crown Court on November 3, having earli¬ 
er pleaded guilty to failing to report he was 
living with a working partner. 

The case was jointly investigated by 
Shepway council and the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP). 

Walters admitted receiving housing ben¬ 
efit, council tax benefit and income support 
amounting to £77,716.83 to which he was 
not entitled. Walters was sentenced to 12 
months in jail. 

On November 1, Mohammed Joomun, 
55, of Castle Hill Avenue, pleaded guilty to 


14 counts of dishonestly furnishing benefit 
claims and false documents to get housing 
benefit. He admitted his claim had been 
false from the outset and that he had 
invented a fictitious landlord, signing 
numerous proof of rent letters himself. 

He had been paid a total of £33,491.11 in 
housing benefit. 

The case was adjourned for pre-sentence 
reports and Joomun was bailed to return to 
Canterbury Crown Court for sentencing. 

Shepway’s cabinet member for customer 
contact, Alan Clifton-Holt, said: “These 
cases should send a strong message to any¬ 
one even remotely tempted to fiddle their 
benefit claim that it just isn’t worth it. 

“Most claimants are honest people who 
need a little help to make ends meet. We 
will catch the few who are dishonest.” 



Messages on the move 

NEW messages on council vans are warning 
irresponsible dog-owners and fly-tippers they 
could face a hefty fine. 

Shepway’s vehicle fleet has been repainted 
with the messages on either side, showing 
the maximum fine is £1,000 for dog fouling 
and £50,000 for fly-tipping. 

Cabinet member for planning and communi¬ 
ty safety Cllr Hugh Barker said: “These are 
not new vans but we thought we’d put them 
to a new use. 

“They’re always out and about in the district, 
so we’re using them to get the message 
across: if we catch you, we’ll fine you.” 

About 100 council staff, as well as neighbour¬ 
hood policing teams and community war¬ 
dens, have been trained in dealing with envi¬ 
ronmental offences. They can ask for the 
name and address of anyone they catch com¬ 
mitting offences such as dog fouling and fly¬ 
tipping.

THE future of the health service in 
east Kent has been under discussion. 

Representatives from NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust have met 
more than 20 GPs and members from KCC 
about the future handover of power from the 
PCT to GPs. 

In July, the Secretary of State for Health, 
Andrew Lansley announced that GPs would 
take control of commissioning health services 
and PCTs would be abolished by 2013. This 
means GPs will be given the responsibility for 
finding out what healthcare service communi¬ 
ties need and purchasing them on their behalf. 

To help smooth over the transition, NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent have drawn up a list 
of functions GPs will be asked to take over, 
which currently stands at more than 200. 

Dr Robert Stewart, NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent’s medical director and a local GP, said: 
“GPs are keen to explore roles, to ensure they 
are well-prepared and properly resourced to 
move into a shadow phase as early as possible, 
for some it could be from April 2011. 

“We have a strong record of working with our 
clinical commissioners and GPs and we are 
well placed to move forward.” 

“We are in transition but we are still account¬ 
able for the health and wellbeing of our public 


and patients. Therefore it is vital the PCT con¬ 
tinues to maintain its functions while ensuring 
our finances are in shape and the local NHS is 
in the best position to be handed over to GPs 
with a smooth transition. 

“Co-designing the future is vital and no deci¬ 
sion will be made without GP involvement. 

“After all, they are the ones who will have to 
take the new way of working forward. 

“There has been much talk about the fact 
that GPs are not number crunchers or manage¬ 
ment gurus, but the truth is they know only too 
well that they cannot personally do it all and it 


was clear from the discussion they recognise 
they will need support.” 

Chair of the discussion Dr Tony Martin 
said: “This event allowed us to share our ideas 
and gave us the opportunity to work together 
and provide a good foundation for the transi¬ 
tion ahead. 

“It was important to hear the breadth of ideas 
across both potential consortia and the PCT. 

‘We now need to move forward and I am 
confident that by working closely with commis¬ 
sioners we will be able to make a success of 
the changes.”

Can you tell us a little about Capel Dog Training? 


A I’ve been involved in dog-training since 
the mid-1980s and have been instructing 
at clubs for the last eight years.

One of our recent additions is a class for 
small dogs as some are afraid of larger, 
boisterous dogs in a confined area.

Do you have any pets yourself? 


A I have four dogs: three Petit Basset 
Griffon Vendeens and a Leonberger. I also 
have seven alpacas. 

They live in harmony and are a pleasure to 
own, even though the latest addition, a three- 
year-old male Petit Basset Griffon Vendeen, 
has only been with us for three months after 
coming to us in a very neglected state. 

Q Can even the most unruly dog be trained to become 
better behaved? 

A All dogs can benefit from training, 
regardless of whether they are boisterous 
or laid back, but if dogs have specific behav¬ 
iour problems, owners are better off consult¬ 
ing a behaviourist who will specialise and be 
able to deal with that particular problem on 
a one-to-one basis.

Why is it important that owners train their dogs? 


A The Kennel Club Good Citizens Dog 
Scheme teaches owners about responsi¬ 
ble dog-ownership. Not everybody is a dog- 
lover, so it’s very important that we have 
responsible owners and well-behaved dogs in 
society. 

Even those of us who are dog-lovers don’t 
want to have to suffer with uncontrolled, ill- 
mannered dogs with owners who fail to 
make any attempt to control or clean up 
after their pets.

I am also involved in 
Pets As Therapy. My Leonberger visits four 
establishments a week, giving tremendous 
pleasure. 

I am also a temperament assessor and a 
voluntary local area coordinator for the char¬ 
ity.

We recently had five handlers and dogs 
pass their gold award, having previously 
gained bronze and silver. I am also qualified 
to examine at bronze and silver levels.

It’s a great pleasure to see, not only for 
their owners but also for the club instructors. 
The same goes for older and rescued dogs 
who join us a bit later in life.

GLASS'S 
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THYME AND TIDE 


The finishing touches are being added to Dover's impressive new esplanade, with 
plants being dug in along the new 'wave' promenade to complete the £2 million project. 

Some 2,750 plants will be installed in the beach areas between the path and the 
promenade, with hardy trees set into the lawn area. These will will include Norway 
maple, salt cedar and holm oak, all suitable for a beachfront environment. 

Flowers will include thyme, rock rose and soapwort, as well as more exotic species 
including yellow-horned poppy, Babington's leek and English stonecrop. 

The planting is expected to take three weeks. The landscaping is part of a 
collaboration between Kent County Council, Dover District Council, Dover Harbour 
Board, Seeda, SeaChange, the Commission For Architecture And The Built 
Environment and English Heritage. 


Eco vfllage leads the 
way with light tread 
on the environment 


ECO-FRIENDLY villagers are putting 
their urban neighbours to shame with 
green schemes that are reducing their 
carbon footprint. 

Three years ago, Kent’s rural community leaders 
took up the challenge to help tackle climate change, 
with some now reporting impressive results thanks 
to the energy-saving efforts of residents. 

Villagers in Elham, near Folkestone, are among 
those to have successfully reduced their carbon 
footprints after being persuaded to take measures 
to improve their energy efficiency such as using 
low-voltage light bulbs and better insulation. 

The Elham Environmental Group (EEG), which 
was formed in 2007, has also planted trees and 
produced sustainable shopping bags for traders. 

Residents who sign up to the Fuel Club can also 
enjoy cheaper bills thanks to pooled deliveries of 
heating oil that limit the number of times lorries 
have to visit the village. 

“There are lots of other things we would like to 
do, but we are limited because we are only a small 
team of volunteers,” said chairman the Rev Canon 
David Ratcliff. 

“There are also some people who think climate 
change isn’t happening or that it isn’t caused by the 
use of fossil fuels, so we’re always having to con¬ 
vince people. There’s no hostility towards what

we’re trying to achieve, but some are doing more to 
help than others.” 

Elham was one of four villages that received KCC 
funding to pioneer the county’s efforts to cut carbon 
emissions in 2007, the others being Eastchurch on 
Sheppey, Hadlow near Tonbridge and St Margaret’s 
near Dover. 

The Rev Ratcliff was a guest speaker at Protect 
Kent Canterbury’s annual meeting, when he 
revealed EEG’s energy-saving efforts had led to a 
7 per cent reduction in Elham’s carbon emissions. 

But the retired clergyman admitted some meth¬ 
ods may prove more difficult to implement in 
urban areas. 

“We think our way of working is good for smallish 
communities, but it may not be suitable for every¬ 
one,” he said. 

“There’s so much going on in large towns and cities 
that it can be veiy difficult to get people to respond. 
But anything we can do to help people become more 
aware of environmental issues is good. 

“I’m in my 70s and retired, so it’s not going to 
affect me much, but it’s about the children and 
grandchildren and the future they are going to 
grow into.”

NINETY years ago, the body of an 
unidentified British soldier was 
brought home to England as a 
symbol of the unknown dead found 
on First World War battlefields. 

Crowds lined the streets of Dover to pay 
homage to the Unknown Warrior as his coffin 
was brought from France before being taken 
to its final resting place at Westminster 
Abbey. It became the focus of national grief, 
serving as a reminder of all the soldiers who 
had sacrificed their lives, particularly for the 
families who had no grave to visit. 

To commemorate the 90th anniversary of 
the homecoming, the Dover War Memorial 
Project (DWMP) launched a new venture to 
teach youngsters the significance of the 
Unknown Warrior during Remembrance 
Week. 

A grant of £28,000 was secured through the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for the educational 
project, along with other DWMP work, and a 
number of initiatives was held at schools and 
Scout and Brownie groups. 

Marilyn Stephenson-Knight, co-founder of 
the DWMP, said the grant would help contin¬ 
ue the work of teaching newer generations 
about the major events in history and the 
significance of Remembrance. 

Sacrifice 

“One of our aims is to ensure our new 
generations understand the significance of 
Remembrance and the lives and sacrifices of 
their forebears,” she said. 

‘We are delighted to receive this grant 
enabling us to help young people learn the 
meaning of the Unknown Warrior as we 
commemorate the 90th anniversary of his 
return to Britain on November 10,1920.” 

Activities in schools in Dover, Chatham and 
London saw children handling original arte¬ 
facts and researching the lives of those who 
died in the two world wars. 

Scouts and Brownies designed stained- 
glass windows with a professional artist and 
a musical performance was put on in Dover 
at St Martin’s School. 

Trips to Westminster Abbey to visit the

grave of the Unknown Warrior were held and 
youngsters laid tributes in the Field of 
Remembrance before watching a play, The 
Mothers Of Britain, about two women travel¬ 
ling to the funeral of the soldier, both believ¬ 
ing him to be their son. 

The grant is also being used to create edu¬ 
cational resources for seven- to 11-year-olds. 

Ms Stephenson-Knight said: “The 
Unknown Warrior project follows on from the 
Walter Tull and Not Forgotten projects in 
2008 and 2009. 

“It’s superb to be working again with our 
partners the City of Westminster Archives 
and Westminster Abbey, and to welcome new 
partners the Royal Artillery Museum, 
Medway Archives and Chelsea FC.” 

Children involved in the DWMP, which is 
run by volunteers, studied the history of six 
soldiers with no known graves - any one of 
whom could have become the Unknown 
Warrior. 

In November 1920, Brigadier General LJ 
Wyatt, a general officer commanding British 
troops in France and Flanders, stood before 
the bodies of unidentified soldiers in a chapel 
in Ypres. He was to choose a soldier to become 
the symbol of the unknown dead. 

It followed an idea by the Rev David 
Railton, who, while serving as an Army chap¬ 
lain, saw a grave marked by a rough cross 
with the pencil-written words An Unknown 
British Soldier’. 

General Wyatt closed his eyes and touched 
the Union Jack flag on one of the bodies, 
selecting the Unknown Warrior, who was 
placed inside a coffin and sealed. 

It was brought across the Channel on a 
Royal Navy destroyer, which was met 
halfway by six others with their flags at half- 
mast - an honour usually reserved for the 
King. 

On November 11 at 11am, the coffin was 
carried into Westminster Abbey to a congre¬ 
gation of 1,000 people made up of recipients 
of the Victoria Cross and grieving families. 

In just five days more than a million people 
paid their respects at the grave.

PUPILS from a Dover school trav¬ 
elled to Westminster Abbey to pay 
tribute to the fallen heroes from 
the First World War. 

Children from St Martin’s primary school 
visited the tomb of the Unknown Warrior as 
part of their learning about the Great War and 
what life was like during this period. 

Grants from the Heritage Lottery Fund have 
enabled the Dover War Memorial Project to 
work with the City of Westminster Archives 
and Westminster Abbey to work with young 
people to commemorate the 90th anniversary 
of the homecoming of the Unknown Warrior. 

Classroom sessions have been held to help 
the pupils learn about life in the trenches of 
the Western Front and about local people who 
lost their lives in the First World War and who 
have no known grave. 

Students from St Martin’s learnt about Cecil 
Bromley, of the Royal Flying Corps, and a 
former master of their school, Tommy Eaves - 
both were killed in 1916. 

The school trip took place on Tuesday, 
November 2, to work with the MOD 
Productions Theatre Group. 

Youngsters performed a play based on The 
Mothers Of Britain, a story first published in 
November 1920 about people travelling to 
London to witness the burial of the Unknown 
Warrior. 

In Westminster Abbey, the pupils ‘met’ the 
Reverend David Railton, who told them how 
he had conceived the idea of the Unknown 
Warrior and introduced them to war poets

including Rudyard Kipling and Lawrence 
Binyon. 

The children from St Martin’s then gathered 
by the tomb of the Unknown Warrior to take 
part in an Act of Remembrance led by Canon 
Jane Hedges. 

On the tomb of the Unknown Warrior the 
children laid their own epitaphs, written on 
crosses, in memory of Cecil Bromley and 
Tommy Eaves. 


The epitaph for their old master read 
“Missed by Everyone, Loved by All”. 

Maggie Stephenson-Knight, founder of the 
Dover War Memorial Project, said: “As we 
come to Remembrance, perhaps this is a fit¬ 
ting memorial to all those who lost their lives 
in service to their country. 

‘We remember them.”

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Indefinite detention in the dock 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to bring 
an end to the indefinite detention 
of illegal migrants are to speak out 
about the plight of detainees. 

Charities, law experts and a former inmate 
will voice their concerns as part of a national 
campaign at the University of Kent next week. 

The Bishop of Dover, the Rt Rev Trevor 
Willmott, will join representatives from the 
Dover Detainee Visitor Group, the London 
Detainee Support Group (LDSG), Kent 
Refugee Help, and the Kent Law Clinic on the 
discussion panel. The Detained Lives cam¬ 
paign, led by the LDSG, aims to scrap indefi¬ 
nite detention in UK immigration centres. 

Dover Immigration Removal Centre is one of

a number of centres in England keeping male 
asylum seekers locked up, costing the taxpayer 
more than £68,000 a year per immigrant - 
without letting them know how long for. 

Bishop Willmott, visiting the centre, said: 
‘We are all children of God and it is essential 
we treat all people with justice and dignity.” 

Campaigners argue that the Government 
routinely holds asylum seekers and migrants 
for years in detention centres, but holds terror 
suspects in custody for just 28 days. They 
called it a “hidden abuse of civil liberties”. 

Jerome Phelps, director of the LDSG, said: 
“Indefinite detainees are trapped in a bureau¬ 
cratic nightmare. 


“The UK is one of a very few countries in 
Europe that persists in detaining people with 
no time limit, despite the evidence that it does 
not work. Indefinite detention is futile, expen¬ 
sive and immensely damaging, so we are cam¬ 
paigning to end this unacceptable practice.” 

Dover Immigration Removal Centre, a 
prison-run service, has room for 314 male 
detainees aged over 18. 

Vebi Kosumi, director of the Dover Detainee 
Visitor Group, said there needed to be a time 
limit for how long they could be held. 

Currently, they can be detained for as long 
as it takes to decide upon their future, whether 
it is returning them to their home country or 
sending them to relatives in the UK. 

“I think it is a reasonable request to allow 
detainees to know how long they are going to 


be kept at the centre,” said Mr Kosumi. ‘What 
we would like to see is the Government not 
only putting an end to child detention, but also 
giving adult detainees a time limit.” 

Immigration minister and Ashford Tory MP 
Damien Green told KoS last month he had set 
up an asylum improvement project to reduce 
thetime illegal immigrants were held. 

He blamed indeterminate detention on the 
time it took to get cases and reviews heard. 

A recent report by the LDSG - No Return, 
No Release, No Reason - found two-thirds of 
migrants held in detention centres are never 
deported. 

The free roadshow takes place at Keynes 
Lecture Theatre 1, Keynes College, University 
of Kent in Canterbury, from 6.15pm tomorrow 
(Wednesday).

The St Columba United Reform Church, which was badly damaged by fire in September 2007, 
has been placed on the market in the hope that developers will buy the property and land. 

The plot comes with planning permission for two one-bedroom flats and seven one-bedroom 
apartments. 

Built in 1904, the church has remained empty for many years and was gutted by the fire in 
2007, which damaged the roof. The property is boarded up and may not be safe so can only be 
viewed externally. 

The vendor is taking bids and will consider what it views as reasonable offers.

I chuck my waste into black sacks and every week, 
despite rain, gales or blizzards, those top blokes turn 
up in dustcarts and my rubbish disappears. 

Yes, you heard right, a weekly collection, no stinking 
chicken bones hanging around my home for a fortnight. 

If the good folk of Tunbridge Wells (45.4 per cent 
recycled) and Canterbury (45.3 per cent) are diligent 
enough to recycle half, then that gives the people of 
Ashford more space in landfills plus time to find a 
system better than those currently on offer. 

I talk with some experience here, having suffered 
the fortnightly collection nightmare with which 
Shepway council burdens its ratepayers. 

Now don’t get me wrong; it was easy to chuck 
cardboard packaging in one bin, tins in another and 
plastic cartons in another. Providing that you have the 
space for all these containers, it’s not a bad system. 


Unfortunately, I failed to enjoy that warm feeling of 
smug satisfaction that seems to motivate most of the 
heavily discredited green believers (thanks, Channel 4). 

And while living in Shepway, I lost count of the 
stories of bin-men who refused to collect wheelie-bins 
if the lid didn’t close, meaning you were left waiting 
for another two weeks or facing a trip to the tip. 

In Ashford, I stump up getting on for £200 a month 
towards council taxes, and while the council’s slice of 
that is pretty small, all I really want them to do is 
clear my rubbish - nothing else, thanks. 

Kent County Council can run schools and lose 
millions in Icelandic banks and Kent Police needs to 
retain cops, cut admin and consider carefully how 
many £38,000 Jaguar pursuit cars it really needs. 

If recycling is so important, and EU-imposed targets 
of 50 per cent within two years seem unavoidable, 
then let Ashford spend the latest £300,000 handout on 
employing people to sort through the collected rubbish. 

Don’t make me do it. I’m happy to pay someone who 
can tell the difference between PVC and PTFE plastic. 

We are on the brink of stinging public-sector cuts, 
and while I have always been against local-authority 
non-jobs, if my council wants to spend my money 
employing recyclers, you have my full support. 

There must be a better way to recycle that does not 
involve stinking wheelie-bins containing two-week-old 
food as the result of knee-jerk green initiatives. 

I believe Ashford Borough Council, by taking its 
time, can show the way.

Explain the reason 
for museum fence 

If Mike Eddy (last week’s letters) or 
one of his fellow trustees of Deal 
Maritime And Local History 
Museum could explain how the 
actions they have taken achieve 
the objectives they say they are 
intended to, the public might be 
more sympathetic towards them. 

The museum’s fence is said to 
be needed on security grounds, 
although its position could only 
discourage access from Kathleen 
Thompson’s property. 

But there is a gate in it that she 
can use at will because the land can 
be taken back but not the right of 
way across it. That belongs to her 
property and is not restricted to her 
personally. 

That right of way extends across 
more of the museum’s land and is 
blocked by the museum building. 

That cannot be readily remedied, 
so why are the trustees picking a 
fight with a neighbour with such 
an invidious claim against them? 

The last time such a right of way 
was extinguished in Deal, the price 
was £5,000, and no doubt this one 
would cost more money which 
should properly be spent on the 
true purposes of the museum, such 
as opening it to the public. 

On other occasions, the trustees 
have said the fence is to preserve 


Mrs Thompson’s privacy, but did 
they ask her if she had felt 
inconvenienced by visitors near her 
windows over the past decades? 

The parts of the fence blocking 
her windows have been replaced by 
one-way plastic mirrors intended to 
let in more light, but also visitors (if 
there were any) could see into her 
kitchen again. 

Being in a conservation area, 
these mirrors need planning 
consent, but none apparently has 
been granted or applied for -^not 
the first such breach, I believe, by 
these trustees who have had the 
temerity to claim the kitchen has 
no planning consent. 

Even if it were still a workshop, it 
would have acquired a right to light 
that cannot be taken away by 
building a fence against the 
windows, whether it is on museum 
land or not. 

So, trustees, please explain how 
the fence improves security, why 
you think planning permission is 
not required, what you intend to do 
about the right of way and why you 
think there is no right to light - to 
a standard that would stand up in 
court, which is where this is heading. 

If you have documents that prove 
the Land Registry records are 
wrong, they should be put in the 
public domain. 

If Deal, Walmer and Dover 
councils exercised their right to 
appoint observers to the Board of 
TVustees, perhaps that might 
provide a route to the truth.

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Revealing teachers' 
salaries a lesson in 
futility, says union 


UNION leaders have hit out at 
Government plans to publish 
teachers’ salaries, qualifications 
and sickness rates in an attempt to 
improve classroom standards. 

The Department for Education revealed this 
week that schools will be forced to publish more 
information than ever before so parents can 
make better-informed judgements about where 
to send their children. 

Headline-grabbing 

Individual teachers will not be named but the 
unions argue that in some small schools it may 
be easy to identify which teacher is which. 

“I can’t see the point of all this; it’s just 
headline-grabbing,” said John Walder, secretary 
of the Kent division of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT). 

“It’s been a feature of politics since the late 
Thatcher era that the Government should 
always be seen to be doing things, even when 
it’s not needed. 

“That’s led to a massive avalanche of new 
measures that have been bedevilling schools 
ever since. 

“Parents want to see that their child’s school 
is successful, but the fact is that what they’re

really interested in is whether or not their child 
is happy. 

“Regimes where teachers are put under the 
cosh make for unhappy teachers and unhappy 
kids. When one side of the equation is put 
under that sort of pressure, the other side will 
feel it too.” 

The proposals form part of the DfE business 
plan, which also spells out coalition plans to 
reform the central contract dictating teachers’ 
pay and conditions. 

Other statistics due to be published include 
the amount of money spent per child and how 
many achieve new-style measures charting 
progress in basic subjects at ages five and 11. 

“We do not see how publishing swathes of 
statistics on how many teachers caught the flu 
off their pupils, how many A-levels the staff 
have and what they are paid will reduce 
bureaucracy,” said Emma Sivyer, South East 
regional officer for the education professionals’ 
union Voice. 

“This is information overload. What is the 
point? Do the public really want to know all 
this? 

“We fear the Government wants to bring to 
an end the national system for teachers’ pay

and conditions - a system that has worked well 
in ensuring fairness and transparency without 
compromising individuals’ details.” 

Other measures spelled out in the business 
plan include a new ‘readiness to progress’ 
assessment for children to ensure they are 
ready to start primary and secondary school, 
and the introduction of a new National 
Curriculum by September 2013. 

The ‘nappy curriculum’ setting out targets 
children must hit before their fifth birthday 
will also be less bureaucratic. 


Housing cuts to force 
out poorer residents 

HOUSING-benefit claimants could be 
forced to move out of wealthier towns in 
Kent’s commuter belt as a result of the 
Government’s cap on handouts. 

A report by the Chartered Institute of 
Housing (CIH) revealed that in the next 
decade people relying on local housing 
allowance may have to look for cheaper 
accommodation in less affluent towns. 

It comes just a fortnight after Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale raised concerns 
that coastal areas could be hit with an 
influx of London dole claimants unable to 
afford expensive city rents once housing 
benefit is capped in April. 

Industry experts at CIH believe that for 
Kent’s wealthier inland towns it could be 
the reverse, with claimants moving away. 

Highlighted 

Ashford and Maidstone were highlighted 
as places that would be ‘off limits’ for private 
rented-sector tenants claiming housing 
benefits in the next 10 years. 

Towns in commuter belts were outlined 
as areas in which claimants may be 
unable to afford to live. 

The report added: “If rental inflation is 
at 5 per cent, within 20 years almost all 
rental market areas in the South East 
will be affected by the caps.” 

Under the changes, handouts will be 
capped at £400 a week for a four-bedroom 
house, £340 for a three-bedroom property, 
£290 for two bedrooms and £250 for a 
one-bedroom property. 

Another isle Toxy MP welcomed the move. 
Laura Sandys (Thanet South) said: “The 
current situation has fundamentally 
distorted housing in my area. 

“Those who work get less than those 
who claim and those who do not work 
often receive the most.”

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SINGER-songwriter and guitarist 
Dave Cousins, who fronts rock 
band The Strawbs, is set to rock his 
home town on Saturday, adding a 
twinge of folk to the mix. 

Dave’s local theatre, The Astor in Deal is the 
venue for his show and he says - unusually - 
he is really looking forward to playing locally 
with a full band, playing their original, influ¬ 
ential material. 

“Sometimes I can be apprehensive. It may be 
that the night after the show I’m having a cup 
of coffee reading the paper and someone who 
was there the previous night will remember 
me on stage waving my arms about,” he said. 

“It can make me feel like two different peo¬ 
ple. 

“But this time we have such a tight band 
and such great material I am really looking 
forward to it.” 

Dave’s career is one steeped in rock creden¬ 
tials. 

He started his career in the folk clubs of the 
1960s, once memorably playing support to 
then newcomers The Rolling Stones. 

“There were shows on Eel Pie Island in the 
Thames in Twickenham,” he said. 

“The Stones would be playing furiously, peo¬ 
ple would be jumping on top of one another to 
get a glimpse of them. The crowd was wild. 

“Then in the interval we’d go on and do a set 
of bluegrass music. It went down well, though. 
The crowd liked it. 

“But they never said much to us - all I 
remember is guitarist Brian Jones coming up 
and saying ‘Like your music, man’.” 

Now in his mid 60s, Dave has also just com¬ 
pleted a book showing how he came to write 
his songs. 

Secrets, Stories, Songs talks about many of 
the factors that inspired Mr Cousins’s huge 
volume of work. 

Much of it revolves around the countryside 


near his home town of Deal. 

Features include the relics of the Duke of 
Wellington in Walmer church, the seashore, 
the harvest and the sculpture of a Battle of 
Britain pilot looking out to sea on the cliffs at 
Capel-le-Feme. 

Dave has also just finished filming part of a 
tribute TV show to Byrds legend Roger 
McGuinn, which will feature rock legends 
such as Bruce Springsteen and Tom Petty. 

But it was another US star who got him 



interested in contemporary music. 

He said: “I listened to a lot of folk music and 
went to see Bob Dylan in 1965. He was play¬ 
ing Mr Tambourine Man and that was inspir¬ 
ing.” 

Another star who crossed his path was 
David Bowie. 

“He used to come around for a cup of tea and 
his then manager Tony Visconti told me all 
about this revolutionary new look David was 
getting into,” he said. 

“I knew his band The Hype - then they 
started calling themselves The Spiders From 
Mars. On stage in an outrageous Japanese- 
style costume - I was thinking, is that really 
David? 

“Anyway, we needed a B-side, so as a joke I 
started calling us Ciggy Barlust And The 
Whales From Venus. 

“I wrote a song which mentioned David, a bit 
of a parody and all meant in good fun, but he 
never spoke to me after that.” 

Dave had met folk-singer Sandy Denny in 
1967 and she recorded an album with The 
Strawbs that has recently been re-released as 
a remastered CD. 

And the band continued to play throughout 
the 70s until Cousins called it a day as the 80s 
dawned. 

“We were playing all over America, always 
our best market,” he said. 

“We’d headline and then support acts like 
The Eagles, Santana, Frank Zappa and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd in front of massive crowds. 

“But then I felt it had gone as far as it could, 
so I started to get into running radio stations.” 

A meeting with former bandmates a few 
years ago brought his career full-circle and Mr 
Cousins currently plays as part of an acoustic 
trio and in full band mode.

Health. Findings from the survey will be used to help 
assess current pet diabetes levels throughout the UK 
and to identify any regional variations. 

The launch of the first ever Great Pet ‘Pee’ Test comes 
as rising numbers of UK vets believe diabetes to be 
under-diagnosed. It is currently estimated that up 
to 1 in 100 cats and dogs develop diabetes,

Fiat twin clean engine

FIAT’S latest winning tech is a small but 
powerful, low emission turbocharged 
petrol engine that escapes road tax and 
will re-open the petrol v diesel debate. 

The Italian marque has dropped this 
punchy little unit into its big-selling 
baby car, the 500 - pretty much an 
unbeatable combination. 

The lively 85bhp 875cc two-cylinder 
engine is called the TwinAir and claimed 
to be the cleanest quantity production 
petrol engine in the world. Priced from 
£10,665, it’s even available opentop. 



Meriva could be bidding 
for award stardom 

VAUXHALL could make it two 
European Car of the Year (COTY) wins 
in three years with its clever and stylish 
Meriva MPV (from £12,995). 

It has already beaten off 34 rivals to 
the award and is now shortlisted for the 
finals later this month; a win would fol¬ 
low up on the Insignia’s victory two 
years ago and avenge the Astra’s narrow 
defeat last year by the VW Polo. 

The Meriva’s ace up the sleeve is its 
rear-hinged back doors designed for 
extra family appeal.

SKODA now offers its robust 2.0 TDICR

Kia scores with the Venga 


KIA has shouldered its way into 
the mini-MPV arena and I use the 
term advisedly. 

The Korean car’s interior width really 
impresses against rivals like the Honda Jazz, 
which identified the sector in the first place. 

And the Venga also uses a long wheelbase 
within compact overall dimensions disguised 
by clever lines - the deep crease across the 
doors squeezes the depth of the flanks and 
lowers the high roofline visually. 

In short, it’s a tidy looking execution of a 
five-door shape with impressive interior 
height, width and legroom; families will like 
the genuine three-seat rear bench with a flat 
floor across the entire car - no discomfort for 
‘piggy in the middle’ then. Space liberated by 
folding the rear seats flat is huge, so you get a 
van thrown into the deal. 

Interior quality shows Kia’s rapid progress 
in that area and Honda must be worried by 
the Venga’s overall keen pricing (from 
£11,495) versus the Jazz, though the latter 
starts from £10,990. 

What’s more, the Venga has Kia’s unique 
seven-year/100,000-mile warranty. 

So, the Venga is not only clever and smart 
looking but also a brilliant deal, except that 
the powertrains and ride quality can be coarse 
and the driving experience is fairly lacklustre.

Market analysis opens 
the door to confusion

Wallflowers step into 
the garden limelight 

PROPERTY-owners are increasingly 
choosing more traditional styles for their 
garden makeovers, according to the 
Society of Garden Designers who say peo¬ 
ple are looking to the past for inspiration. 

Thomas Hoblyn, a spokesman for the 
group, said that wallflowers had previ¬ 
ously been considered “a bit of a 70s 
plant” but have proven popular over 
recent months. 

“There is a big, strong revisit to this retro 
70s and 80s feel about things,” he said. 

Online garden retailer 

Greenfingers.com recently reported 
year-on-year growth of 49 per cent, while 
sales topped £4 million in the year to 
September 2010. 

Mr Hoblyn suggested that the reces¬ 
sion may have been behind gardeners’ 
return to more traditional plants, noting 
that chrysanthemums had also experi¬ 
enced renewed popularity. 

“Chrysanthemums used to be consid¬ 
ered really tacky, but now they are 
everywhere this winter,” he said. 

Better protection for 
high-end landlords 

A MAJOR change to legislation regard¬ 
ing shorthold tenancies has brought 
good news for landlords of high-end 
properties who fear they could fall victim 
to unwanted sitting tenants. 

In the past, Assured Shorthold tenan¬ 
cy agreements were only valid for prop¬ 
erties with an annual rental of £25,000 
or less. For properties attracting rentals 
in excess of this amount, tenants were 
instead required to enter into a contract 
outside of the Housing Act which, ironi¬ 
cally, was easier to flout. 

However, the Assured Tenancies order 
which came into effect in October raises 
the annual rental threshold from 
£25,000 to £100,000 - protecting all 
landlords except those with seriously 
expensive properties to let. 

The move has been welcomed by Katie 
Elliott of west Kent lettings agency 
Alexanders, who said: “This change is 
significantly good news for landlords 
everywhere, but especially here in the 
south east where we have a lot of proper¬ 
ties which fall outside of the £25,000 
bracket. 

“By an ironic quirk of the old legisla¬ 
tion, landlords with high rental proper¬ 
ties had less protection under the law 
and could be more at risk from sitting 
tenants, who refused to move when their 
contract came to an end. 

“The shorthold tenancy agreement is 
much more watertight,” she said.

TWO leading lenders have offered 
contrasting views on how the mar¬ 
ket has performed in recent weeks. 

The Halifax has revealed that UK house 
prices rose by 1.8 per cent last month, follow¬ 
ing a 3.6 per cent fall in September. 

The latest house-price rise takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £164,919, the Halifax 
said. 

According to the lender, the monthly 
increase was three times faster than expected 
and means house prices are 1.2 per cent high¬ 
er than a year ago. 

Meanwhile, the rate of change in each quar¬ 
ter of the year, which is a more reliable indica¬ 
tor or near-term price trend, revealed a 1.2 per 
cent fall in October, said the Halifax. 

Analysts had expected a rise of 0.6 per cent 
on the month and a three-month annual rate 
of 0.7 per cent. 

The figures differ vastly from those from the 
Nationwide Building Society, which last week 
revealed a 0.7 per cent fall for the month of 
October. 

Commenting on the figures, Halifax hous¬ 
ing economist Martin Ellis said the high level 
of instructions on the market, coupled with a 
lack of buyer demand, had “put some down¬ 
ward pressure on prices in recent months”. 

He said: “We do not believe that prices are 
set to fall sharply over a sustained period.” 

Estate agents also have some less than pos¬ 
itive findings - but across the UK the market 
shows clear signs of discrepancy. 

Prices in the South East and values of home

continue to be far more resilient than those in 
other parts of the UK. 

Hometrack, the property data company, 
asked estate agents for realistic house prices 
in every postcode in England and Wales. 

It found that falls occurred in 56 per cent of 
all postcodes with only 0.1 per cent experienc¬ 
ing an increase. 

This is the fourth month in which prices 
have decreased, showing a clear downturn in 
the market. 


However, the number of homeowners put¬ 
ting their homes on the market continued to 
increase, seeing a rise of 1.9 per cent. 

Richard Donnell, director of research at 
Hometrack, said that this “mismatch” 
between supply and demand looks likely to 
continue. 

“A stand-off is beginning to emerge between 
buyers waiting for prices to fall further and 
sellers being unrealistic on the price they’re 
willing to accept. 

“We expect a modest adjustment in prices 
rather than a return to the double digit falls 
seen in 2008,” he said. 


Make a green deal on your home and save 


HOMEOWNERS are being urged to reno¬ 
vate their properties in a bid to make them 
more environmentally friendly, as part of 
the Government’s energy-saving strategy. 

Landlords have also been included in the 
drive which experts say can help to save 
money by cutting heating bills. 

Dubbed the Green Deal, the scheme has 
been designed to make energy efficiency 
more accessible to the public - whether peo¬ 
ple own or rent their home. 

“The Green Deal’s about making people 
feel as warm as toast in their homes. 

“I want Britain to say goodbye forever to 
leaky lofts and chilly draughts,” said energy 
and climate change secretary Chris Huhne. 


He added that, as the prices of gas and 
electricity continue to rise, increased energy 
efficiency is a “no-brainer”. 

Expected to launch in autumn 2012, the 
Green Deal programme will allow property 
owners to make energy-efficient upgrades 
with government finance. 

The subsidy would then be paid back 
through savings made on energy bills as a 
result of the improvements. 

According to Mr Huhne, in the build up to 
the Green Deal, 3.5 million homes across the 
UK are likely to benefit from extra insula¬ 
tion by 2012, as part of changes to the obli¬ 
gation on energy suppliers announced earli¬ 
er this year.

IF DOVER are to make a return to 
the Conference Premier, then win¬ 
ning the “ugly games” against the 
likes of Boreham Wood are going to 
be crucial for manager Martin 
Hayes.

STRUGGLING players could be 
released from Folkestone Invicta in 
a bid to make room in the budget 
for Allan Tait to turn his loan into 
a permanent move.

Band 3 £198.00 

This covers everything listed in Bands 1 and 2 plus 
crowns, bridges or dentures
